TWIN FALLS - At the gate tfl 
Shoshone Falls, a river of drivers hold 
out the S2 entrance fee, often adding a 
“hello” or “howdy" to summer employee 
Tina Lamp. 

“I haven’t had loss than 700 people in 
my shift. 1 had some people from 
Germany on Monday,” Lamp said, col- 
lecting another fee. 

The record river flows have proven to 
be an economic torrent for the city of 
Ttvin Falls’ Shoshone Falls Park. It has 
washed away profits for other business- 
es. 

But in sorting out the winners and 
losers from the big water of 1997, all 
roads lead to the crowded path to 
Shoshone Falls. 

Last weekend, more than 4,500 vehi- 
cles visited nature's tremendous display, 
paying at least S2 per vehicle admission. 

During the same weekend last year 
about 1,500 vehicles drove though the 
gate, said Dennis Bowyer of the city’s 
porks and recreation department. 

The revenue flows back into opera- 
tions at Shoshone Falls Pork and Dierkes 
Lake. The park's current budget is about 
3120,000, with 350,000 for employees 
and 340,000 for improvements, such a 
new shelter at the lake.

One cfs equals 449 gallons per minute, 
so more than 19.3 million gatlnns will be 
on the move every minute. 

“If it didn’t rain yesterday, wo 
wouldn’t have had to increase today," 
Mike Bcus, the bureau's lead hydrologist 
in Burley, said Wednesday, 

“Barring rain, we're at the peak," Beus

Tuesday's rains were dishearceningly 
widespread tlirougliom the Upper Snake 
River Basin.

Water management angers property owners 

Burley, Heyburn residents ask pointed questions

MILNER DAM - It snowed a 
lot in western Wyoming over the 
tvintcr, and JoArm Masoncr, who 
lives near the Snake River in 
Heyburn, is madder than a wet 
hen. 

Masoner and several ocher 
flood-weary residents of Burley 
and Heyburn confronted water 
managers at a hastily arranged 
press conference Wednesday. 
The event tvas long on criticism, 
but short on comprehension of 
rapidly changing river dynamics. 

”lf it was on act of God, I could 
understand it,” Masoncr said. 
“But there’s been somebody 
asleep at the swteh." 

She and other frustrated flood 


victims railed against what they 
described as inept management 
by the U.S. Bureau of 
Rcdamaiion and the owners of 
Milner Dnm. Specifically, 
Masoncr maintained that 
Milner's dam tender could have 
released more water before the 
cunent deluge - on act she insist- 
cd would hove lessened flood 
damage to her riverside home. 

“It should have staned earli- 
er,” she said. 

“You have plenty of wotcr,” 
added Joyce Carnahan, who also 
lives in Heyburn. “You ought to 
lee it throu^t.” 

After the war, everyone’s a 
general, water managers agreed. 

The basic problem is that last 
winter’s snowfall in the Upper 
Snake River Basin broke records 
dating back to 1894, said Mike 


Bcus. lead hydrologist for the US. 
Bureau of Reclamation in Burley. 

Water managers had a pretty 
good handle on the enormous 
volume of snow in the moun- 
tains, but they weren’t able to 
predict the weather - hence, the 
ratc.of melt, Bcus said. 

Water levels were dropped to 
the legal minimum in nvo major 
upstream reservoirs, but the 
largest - American Falls - only 
was reduced to €4 percent of 
capacity. 

“It could have gone lower if 
we'd hod some certainty chat the 
runoff would come like this,” 
Bcus said. Trouble is, rainy 
spring weather kept inflows high 
and irrigation demands low. '

Employees arc repairing boats 
for the days when the river is 
again open. 

"It could be much, much worse, 
one of d.nms could have malfunc- 
tioned and we’d all be under 


water," he said. “Man can only 
control nature so far and nature 
will only be controlled so far.” 

The threatening waters have 
not been a watcrfoll for insur* . 
ance agents to sell flood cover- 
age, says Ron Cunnington of 
Allied Agencies in Burley. 

In the spring he placed a news- 
paper ad informing people that 
their homeowner’s insurance 
policies probably don’t cover 
hoods. Policies sold through a 
federal flood insurance program 
usually include a 30-day waiting 
period so he wanted to give peo- 
ple lead time, he said. 

But there wasn’t a rush to buy 
the flood coverage probably 
because it’s two to three rimes os 
expensive as rcgulhr coverage.

City engineer Gary Young 
didn't expect the release to hit 
Twin Falls until this morning, 
and was hoping irrigation would 
completely sw-allow up the e.xccss 
water. 

Young said the city will try 
using a boat near Centennial 
Park to protect the water pipe 
this morning. 

“We’re trying to get a (power) 
boat on the water to try to tow 
some of the dcbri.s," Young said. 

The boat will use a hook and 
rope to steer debris to north side 
of the Snake River tvhere there is 
more clearance under the pipe, 
he said. 

In Minidoka County, Red Cross 
and disaster personnel continued 
to focus largely on the Heyburn 
homes of Nick Coznkos and Gary 
Masoner. 

Coznkos and his wife, Vera, 
cleared out most of their furni- 
ture when the water reached the 
row of sandbags ii few feet from 
the sliding door to their living 
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room. As the river crept even 
higher, they pulled up the car- 
pets.

Saudi charged 
in murder plot 


NEW YORK (AP) — Think 
you’re a tidy person? 

A new study suggests you're 
leaving DNA all oviir the place — 
on pens, kcy.s, coffee mugs — and 
it can be traced back to you. 

Tltat provides a handy tool for 
investigating crimes, say forensic 
scientists who recovered DNA 
from a slew of everyday things 
and matched it back to the peo- 
ple it came from. 

The technique has already 
been used to provide evidence in 
cases of attempted murder, rape, 
armed robbery, extortion and 
drug trafficking, the Australian 
scientists said. 

At the same time, the 
researchers found that people 
can pick up other people’s DNA 
on their hands. That raises at 
least the possibility that a person 
could plant or accidentally leave 
somebody else’s DNA at a crime 
scene. 

Most people know DNA can be 
recovered from blood or .semen, 
and they may.hnvc heard that 
evidence in the Unabomber case 
includes DNA recovered from 
some licked stamps. 

Scientists said it’s no surprise 
that DNA can also be found on 
objects that were only casually 
touched by hands. Prior reports 
have described getting it from 


doorknobs, for example. 

Still, the Australian work is 
striking in suggesting that so 
much DNA can be recovered so 
consistently from so many things, 
expens said. 

"It’s more common than we 
would have expected. It scums 
less a chance occurrence,’’ s.iid 
Ron I'oiirney of the Royal 
Canadian Muimted Police. 

The new work is presented in 
today’s issue of the journal 
Nature by Roland A.H. van 
Oorscliot and Maxwell K. Jones 
at the Victoria Forensic Science 
Center in Vicuiria, Australia. 

It’s not clear where the DNA 
that people shed casually contes 
from, van Oorscliot said, lint 
there is some evidence that 
’’naked” DNA — DNA that has 
escaped from dying cells — tan 
be on the skin, he .<mid. 

The researchers recovered 
DNA fmm leather briefcase han- 
dles. pens, A car key. a locker 
handle and telephones, and 
found the samples matched (he 
DNA of people who regularly 
used each item. One of the 
phones also yielded the genetic 
profile «)f somebtKiy who used it 
only occasionally. 

They also found that people 
left identifiable DNA on plastic 
knife handles, a mug an<l a gla.ss 


after handling them for only 15 
minutes. New vinyl glovc.s, worn 
for 20 to 90 minutes, gave the 
genetic profile of wiioever wore 
them. 

DNA could he picked up even 
from pla.stic tubes that had been 
held for only five seconds. When 
two or three people handled 
tubes, DNA from tlie different 
ti.sers could be recovered. 

DNA left by one person on a 
tube was often found on the 
hands of people who haiuiled it 
later, and the researciiers found’^ 
that DNA from one person coufd 


pass to another during a one- 
minute-long liandshake. 

If people are leaving DNA in so 
many places, does that mean any- 
body else could secretly obtain it 
and find out .somebody’s genetic 
profile? 

Ves, hut that’s nothing new, 
said George Sensabaugh, a pro- 
fessor of forensic and biomedical 
science at the School of Public 
Mealtli at tlie University of 
California at Hj^keley.

INEEL boss just says ‘no’ 
to costlier waste cleanup 


To taxpayers lonj; sickened by sto- 
ries of govemmeiu waste and contract 
ovvrruns, John Wilcynski’s stem words 
about Pit 9 are a totiic. 

Wilrynski is the Energy Depart- 
ment's manager at the Idaiio National 
Engineering and Environmental Labo- 
ratoiy. Pit 9 is a one-acre test. site for 
nuclear-waste cleanup. It recently 
drew national attention when its con- 
tractor said the job would take more 
time and more money. 

Tough, says Wilcynski — or words to 
that effect. “\Vc will not restructure the 
contnici" vras how he put it this week. 

Jliose words arc a cheeiy sound for 
ta.\payers. Too m:iny times we’ve seen 
federal contractors run up l)ig overruns 
and be bailed out by Uncle Sugar. 

Pit 9 is an especially noteworthy 
case. The original S179 million con- 
tract seems like a huge amount of 
money to clean up a single acre. Hut 
now tile contractor, a subsidiary of 
Lockheed Martin, says the job will be 
27 months late, with a final cost more 
than double the original contract. 

niiiik about those numbers. Whole 
wars have been fougln for less money 
than Lockheed wants for cleaning up 
one small graveyard of Cold War tech- 
nologj'. No wonder Pit 9 has become a 
minor-league scandal and a black eye 
on INEEL’s otherwise promising 
cleanup record. 

Wilcynski says he’s confident Lock- 
heed can cover the cost of meeting its 


obligation. After all, the nation’s 
biggest defense contractor is, in 
Wilcynski’s word.s, “a big company.” 

Thai’s a bard line indeed. But if 
Wilcynski is right, Locklteed made its 
own bed. lie contends the tedmology 
- to do the job is sound, and he blames 
the problem on “non-performance” by 
Lockheed. 

Unfortunately, wo don't fully know 
Lockheed’s side of the story. '1110 com- 
pany previously has contended that 
“.substantial and inmisive government 
oversight" led to cost overruns, but it 
refused to respond to Wilcynski’s com- 
ments this week. 

Unless Lockheed can prove (proba- 
bly to a jury) that the government was 
at fault, Wilcynski's hard lino appears 
to he justified. A deal is a deal. 

It’s common for government projects 
to get more e.xpensive as they go 
along. But Pit 9 is a. fixed-price con- 
tract. That means the contractor can 
profit handsomely by completing the 
job under budget, but it cats the loss if 
costs run out of control. 'Hiai kind of 
entrepreneurial, incentive-ba.sed con- 
tract makes good sense from taxpay- 
ers’ standpoint — but not if the gov- 
ernment relents when things turn 
sour. 

If, as Wilcynski suggest.s, Lockheed 
owns the blame for the Pit 9 debacle, 
then it’s a problem for Lockheed’s 
stockholders and management, not for 
taxpayers.

Animal-rights raidicals descend on D.G. 


A coalition of animal rigli(.*> 

groups opens a fivenlay ctin- 
veniion in Washington on 
June 26 to promote their 
riew that animals shoulil 
have at least as many riglits as humans 
and that using them in scientific experi- 
ments to find cures for human diseases is 
cruel and must be outlawed. 

If that was all there was to it, then Peo- 
ple for the Ethical Treatment of Animals 
(PETA), the Humane Society of the U.S. 
(IISUS) and their fellow ncigliers and 
cluckers could be dismissed as just one 
more interest group trying to sviii atten- 
tion from Congress and the press. But 
these ptDiile have condoned violence to 
advance their cause. 

In testimony before a House Appropri- 
ations subcommittee on March 12, FBI 
Director Louis Freeh noted the extent of 
:;pecial interest terrorist activity. He cit- 
ed as one c.xample a Feb. 2, 1992, arson 
of the mink research facility at Michigan 
State University. Rodney Coronado, a 
member of the Animal liberation From, 
pleaded guilty and was sentenced to 57 
mouths in prison. PETA sent S45iZ00 to 
Coronado’s “support committee,” which 
was a sum 15 limes greater than what 
PET’A spent on animal shelters nation- 
wide in all of that year. 

Tlie attack on the lab interfered with 
toxicolo©' rc-search designed, ainotig oth- 
er things, to help not only humans but to 
improve the quality of marine life in 
Lake Huron. 

The Dcparrmcni of Jastice says there 
have l)wii more than 313 instances of an- 
imal riglits violence in the United States. 
This has led to a 10-20 percent increase

in research costs, much of it funded by 
tax^payers. 

While PETA and the other groups 
loudly condemn scientific research in- 
volving animals (90 percent of which are 
rodents, according to Americans for Med- 
ical Progress, a pro-research foundation), 
they spend a pittance on animal shelters. 
Eleven million animals are destroyed an- 
nually for lack of facilities. Yet PETA 
spent less than $3,955 of il.s 512 million in 
fiscal year 1995 and $6,100 of its $10.9 
million in fiscal 1996 for slielter pro- 
f^ams, according to its nonprofit tiLX 
forms filed with ihe IRS. Tlie HSUS does 
not operate a single shelter, despite a S40 
million budget. 

v\nimal right.? groups want us to be- 
lieve that all research involving any ani- 
mal is cruel and unnecessary. Some liavc 
the attitude of actor /Ucc Baldwin who 
told KC/VL-’l'V during PETA’s Los Ange- 
’ les gala last Dec. 14 that wc don't need 
animal research because there are “a lot 
<rf human subjects ... tvbo would be more 
than willing to become live experi- 
ments.” 

Jttst how absurd are some animal riglits 
people about their cause? Ex-Bcatlc Paul 
McCartney is leading a campaign against 
the Mardt of Dimes because it tvorks with 
animals in research. Bui McCartney’s 


wife, Unda, is taking chemotherapy treat- 
ments for breast cancer thtit was devel- 
oped thrmigli animal research, mostly on 
fruit nie.s, mice and rats. 

The language is far more extreme than 
anything said by Operation Rescue in !:.> 
attempts to stop imman abortions. Many 
politicians and the media viewed that or- 
ganization ns dangerous. 

Ingrid Newkirk, founder of PETA. 
once told The Washington Post, “Six mil- 
lion Jews died in concentration camps, 
but six billion broiler chickens will die 
litis year in slaughter houses.” 

/Ucx Padtcco, chairman of PETA, told 
The New York Times, “We feel that ani- 
mals have the same riglits ns a retarded . 
human child because Uiey arc equal 
mentally in terms of dependence on oth- 
ers,” Pacheco added; “Arson, property 
destniciion, burglary and theft are 'ac- 
ceptable crimes' when u.sed for Ihe ani- 
mal cause.” 

Political scientist Kevin Becdy, writing . 
in the March 1990 issue of Animtil.s’ 
Agenda, said: “’rerrorism carries no 
moral or ethical connotations. It is simply 
the definition of a particular type of cocr- - 
cion .... It is up to the animal rights 
spoke.spersons cither to dismiss the ter- 
rorist label ns propaganda or make it a 
badge to be proud of wearing.”

them arc scared witless of losing 
medical coverage, of being laid 
off, downsized, replaced by tern- .

Jerome Cheese pays fine for ’94 miscues 


Company ready to move on after incident

JEROME - The manager of the 
Jerome Cheese Co. plant admitted 
Wednesday that his company made 
some mistakes in 1994, when the plant 
put too much waste into Jerome’s 
sewage system, but said a $40,000 
penalty was probably too steep. 

Even so, Jerome Cheese has paid the 
fine to a federal agency, considers the 
matter closed and is ready to move on. 
Jon Davis said. 

The U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency in 1995 said the plant commit- 
ted 16 violations of the federal Clean 


Water. Act. Tlie agency is satisfied with 
the outcome, a spokesman said. 

"Nothing even remotely like the 1994 
■ incident has happened (at the cheese 
plant) since then." said Dob Jacobson, a 
spokesman for the EPA's regional office 
in Seattle. 

The agency said whey dropped into 
the sewage system by Jerome Cheese 
knocked out Jerome’s municipal water 
treatment plant from July 15 throu^ 
July 24, 1994. That caused untreated 
waste to travel though the system and 
eventually into the Snake River, 
according to a news release from 


Jacobson’s office. 

The U.S. treasurer’s office received a 
check June 1 1 from Jerome Cheese to 
cover the $40,000 penalty, the press 
release said. 

The release also says Jerome Cheese 
agreed last month lo pay the penalty 
and signed an EPA consent order stat- 
ing the company neither admits nor 
denies the allcgarions in the EPA’s com- 
plaint. 

The company admits some responsi- 
bility for the untreated waste getting 
into Jerome’s canal system and conse- 
quently into the river, Davis said. 


"Tlie ball started rolling with a mis- 
take at our plant," he said. 

During a 1994 interview with The 
Times-Xai'S, Mark Davis - .then the 
Jerome Cheese plant manager - .said a 
computer-control problem at the plant 
sent tlie whey into the sewage system. 
The company normally dries, bags 
and sells its whey, ,Mark Davis .said at 
the time. 

Once the whey got into the system, it 
proved coo much for microorganisms at 
the Jerome municipal water treatment 
plant to handle, said Mark Ryan, n 
spokesman with the EPA’s Boise office, 
Oxygcn-cacing microorganisms nor-

TWIN F/ALLS - /A govemor-appointecl 
commission decided Wednesday to rec- 
ommend the state reopen the Food 
Quality /Assurance Lab for agricuimral 
testing.

Gov. Phil Bart must approve tlic rec- 
ommendation from the Food Quality 
/Assurance Institute, a commission of 10 
people appointed to come up with a 
revitalization plan for the troubled Twin 
Falls lab. Batt shut it down in 1996 
because of faulty testing procedures and 
the lab’s drain on the state budget. 

“We don't intend to repeat the mis- 
takes of the past,” said Duane Grant, a 
Rupert farmer and institute member 
representing the'gniin industry. 

The new lab will -operate under strict 
standards called Good Laboratory 
Practices, a goal it did not achieve in tlie 
past, Grant

Grant said. The institute continues to 
search for the best, most efficient sys- 
tem. 

The lab will not be the .sole responsi- 
bility of the Idalio Department of 
/Agriculture as it was in the past, he said. 
The institute intends to involve tho 
/Agriculture Department, the University 
of Idalto, the College of Southern Idaho 
and industry in the lab’s operation. 

"It really is developing into much 
more of a partnership than we had 
before," Gram said.

Excessive septic systems and needed 
sewer service in the area have been 
issues for several years. 

Daily laundry at Courtyard Home, 
615 Second Avc. W., has created dis- 
charge in excess of what its drain field 
can handle, and a private contractor bid 
to install a lift pump to move the 
home’s sewage to a sewer line for 
$4,500, City Superintendent Paul 
Isaacson told the City Council roccntly. 
Courtyard Home, owned by First 
Things First of Meridian, provides care 
for the disabled. 

“They’re willing to pump tlieir setvage 
to an existing sewer in the alley 
between Second and Third avenues 
west at Lctviston Street,” Isaacson said. 

It wfuld bo prudent for the dty to take 


the $5,800 - lift pump cost plus the 
SUOO scwcr-conncction fee - the home 
would spend for itself, Isaacson said, and 
spend it on a lift station that would ser- 
vice the surrounding 
area. 

It would cost the dty 


but sewer-connection 
fees would offset that 
cost. Four new homes 
arc under construc- 
tion in the nrca with 
another 12 lots nearby, 
he said. Courtyard 
Home, in effect, would 
pay for the lift pump - 
capable of servidng 98 
homes - which could be placed in a man- 
hole, he said.

Hagerman may make room for animals

HAGERMAN - Livestock own- 
ers have another 30-day reprieve 
while Hagerman City Council 
members put pen to paper to 
rewrite a livcstod< ordinance. 

Council members Tuesday 
called the city’s 20-year-old 
domestic livcsto^ ordinance too 
rigid, and said it would benefit 
the community to grant some lati- 
tude to livestock owners. The 
ordinance prohibits raising and 
boarding livestock in town. 

“We do have to take (animals) 
into consideration, because the 
comprehensive plan says we 
should,” Council member Pete 
Weir said. “And (the ordinance) 
is written poorly, it’s too black 
and white. This is a way to con- 
trol it and make it tvork.” 

Weir said he had taken some 
timC' since last week’s public 
hearing to research the law and. 
the city's comprehensive plan. 
Revamping the ordinance would 
protect a pasture which, over 
the years, has been annexed 


into the city, he said. 

Weir suggested the revised 
ordinance define the size of a 
pasture, preferably 100 feet by 
250 feet. 

Any 4-H or Future Fanners of 
America animal projects would 
be treated as special use permit 
requests subject to public hear- 
ings. 

Dialogue between city officials 
and some community members 
abour revising the domestic live- 
stock ordinance began last 
month, when members of the 
local 4-H dub began lobbying for 
a compromise to allow animal 
projects witliin dty boundaries. 

A June 11 public hearing drew 
about 40 Hagerman residents. 
Most said they would favor a 
revised' law to permit some live- 
stock within city confines. 

In other council business: 

* Council members authorized 
Mayor James Norwood to file 
suits in Small Goims (2ourt to col- 
lect on outstanding water bills. 

Norwood said at least three 
accounts were delinquent, total- 
ing well more than $1,000. 


City Attorney Phil Brown said 
pursuing collection through 
small claims court could allow 
the city to get a judgment 
through seized property or gar- 
nished wages. 

• Nonvood said Bret Silvers of 
Hagcnnan has offered the dty a 
lease with an option to purch^ 
two city lots on East North 
Avenue for $23,000.

forest road and restricting use of 
the road, both misdemeanors. 

Forest activists have tried simi- 
lar tactics in recant years to stop 
log^ng in die Cove-Mallard area, 
which they contend should be 
preserved as a corridor linking 
nvo large wilderness areas. 

The Nez Perce National Forest 
said when Forest Service person- 
nel entered the urea leading to 
the Noble timber sole on Wednes- 


day they found a tripod of logs, 
ivith the men on top. IVhcn they 
refused to come down, they were 
removed and arrested. Two 
females at the scene left the road- 
way at the request of officers. 

The road was damaged, and 
officials sold they hired a contrac- 
tor to repair a trench, remove a 
rock wall and dear other debris.

Klonidike 
racers hit 
the trail 

ALONG THE CHILKOOT 
TRAIL, Alaska (AF) — Gold 
stampeders traveled quickly to 
reach the Klondike and stake 
claims a century ago, hut racers 
recreating the journey arc mov- 
ing a lot faster. 

The first two-person team.s in a 
centennial Dyea-to-Dawson com- 
petition crossed the rugged, 33- 
mile Chilkooc Trail within five 
hours and set out in canoett 'iq 
paddle 500 miles down lakes and' 
the Yukon River. 

By Wednesday, the leaders 
were well on tlioir way toward 
Dawson, near the Klondike gold 
fields. 

Former U.S. Olympic cross- 
country skiers Adam Verricr ami 
Todd Boonstra of Anchorage 
tore over the trail in 4 hours, 22 
minutes, with former U.S. 
Olympic swimmer John 
McConnochie and dentist Fhil 
Moritz of Juneau close behind. 

"No one’s probably timed it 
before, but I'm sure that’.s a 
world record," said race organiz- 
er Buckwheat Donahue. 

With a few stragglers left far- 
ther back on the trail, must of 
the 47 teams gatliered Tuesday 
at the base of the long, final 
climb to the 3,700-fooi summit of 
tile Chilknol Fass. 

Slioutiiig “Klondike, lio," they 
headed up single-file to reenact 
the ascent captured in hi.sioric 
pliotos of the 1897-98 gold nish. 
Tlie scene also was depicted in 
llic opening .seiiuetice of Charlie 
Chaplin’s silent film, “The Golil 
Rush," though Cliaplin actually 
shot it on a Nevada mountain- 
side. 

At the summit, a Canadian 
Moiimie and customs officer 
dressed in 1890s costumes 
checked each racer's backpack 
to make sure they were carrying 
all tlie required provisions. 
Farticipants are hauling 50- 
pound packs, including gold 
pans, shovels and sacks of flour 
and dried fruit. 

Racers stopped to eat, rest and 
use an ouiiiouse at the summit. 
While wailing for their own 
starting limes for tlie next part 
of the trail/ they cheered on 
those already leaving and com- 
miserated with one another over 
the long climb they made. 

“We must be nuts,” said 
Sebastian Jones of Dawson. 
“We’re not even a 10th of tlie 
way ilirougli the race, and it real- 
ly hurts. But this is probably the 
spot where it hurts tlie most.” 
Boonstra and Verrier were the 
first to head out from the sum- 
mit, running downliill tlirough 
the snow into Canada toward 
Lake Bennett, where the canoes 
were ivaiting. 

The race began Monday in 
Dyea, an abandoned gold-rush 
town. The top teams said they 
hope to make it to Daw.son in a 
week or less and claim first 
prize, $5,000 in Klondike gold. 

Others were setting a more 
leisurely pace, figuring on two 
weeks to finish. Michele Ramsey 
and Jim Heckler of Juneau, who 
wore in -list place at the summit, 
said they came along for the 
adventure. 

"We’re kind of in the tourist 
group," Ram.sey .stiid. "Wo’re not 
it in CO win, we're in it to finish.

KETCHUM - A cabin believed 
In have been cnnsinicted by one 
of fliv (nwiTs first entrepreneurs, 
Isaac Lewis, is about to join 
forces with another Lewis trea- 
sure, the ore wagons of the Lewis 
I'ast Freiglit Line. 

The ore wagons are trotted out 
once a year for the Wagon Days 
parade during Labor Day week- 
end. They now are iimisecl on 
East Avenue alongside Ketchum 
City Hail in the Ore Wagon 
Museum constructed especially 
for the si.\ higli. narrow wagons. 

The Ketchum Fast Freight Line 
hauled ore ami supplies to and 
from mines in Galena, Ketchum, 
Challis ami points in between, 
using tile steep, winding Trail 
Creek ami Galena roads. A team 
of 20 mules towed a siring of two 
to eigiu wagons linked as a single 
nnil. 

Ivan Swaner, a local iiisiorian 
ami Wood River Valley native, 
said his research indicated the 
old log Bimning Cabin was part of 
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a row of log struciure.s housing 
ore wagon drivers and other 
laborers for the Fast Freight 
headquarters in Ketchum. 

It is iielieved to be the oldest 
structure in Ketchum, dating 
from the 1880s. . 

Swaner .said the cabin original- 
ly was off .Main Street, heiiind 
what is now the Kentwood Lodge. 
Though weathered by time, the 
log cabin remains intact. 
Ketcluiin city gave (he cabin to 
the Ketchuin-Siin Valley 
Historical Society, which plans 
to renovate it to house historical 
items from the 1880s mining 
era.

Legislation calls

WASHINGTON (AP) — Closed 
for nearly eight years, tourists 
would again have access to a 
road along the west rim of Hells 
Canyon under lcgi.slation 
approved by a House panel.

“This legislation is necessary 
to correct an oversight that has 
led to the closure of an imponam 
access route,” Smith said, “For 
decades, Oregon residents have 
traveled Road 3956 to experi- 
ence the natural beauty of Hells 
Canyon,” 

The House Resources 
Committee could consider the 
action of its subcommittee on 
forests and forest hcaltli as soon 
as next week, Smiili said. 

Despite opposition from con- 
servationists, the Clinton 
administration has indicated it 
does not object to Smith’s pro- 
posal.

State flood fighters keep 
eyes on mercury, sky 


BLACKFOOT (AP) — Flooii 
fighters continued fortifying lev- 
ees and emergency dikes 
throughout eastern Idaho 
Wednesday, with one eye on tiie 
mercury and the other on the sky. 

Flows out of the Palisades 
Reservoir upstream on the 
Idaho-Wyoming border were 
being held at 36,000 cubic feet 
per second. 

That’s 3,000 cfs below the 
record peak they reached last 
weekend, but more than 12,000 
cfs higher than flood stage below 
thc dam. 

But because of forecasts for 
warmer temperatures that accel- 
erate melting of the mountain 
snowpack and storms into the 
weekend, federal water man- 
agers remained uncertain 
whether they will be able to keep 
(he fIow.s from Palisades into the 
Snake River stable. 

After more than a day of equi- 
librium, water was flowing into 
the rc-senroir 1,6(X) cfs faster than 
it %vas being released Wednesday. 

The earlier record releases 
were still making their way down 
the Snake across southern and 
western Idaho. The National 
We.ilher Service had a flood 
warning posted for communities 
along 225 miles of river down- 
stream from Pocatello as the 
crest moved past them. 

Damage from the state's third 
flood in 16 months was estimated 
as high as $50 million. An esti- 
mated -ISO homes have been dam- 
aged. 

Still, the lower releases from 
Palisades since the weekend 
eased flood pressure on eastern 
Idaho, allowing rcsidenLS and vol- 
unteers to at least slowly begin 
the long process of returning to 
. normal. 

Although families who evacuat- 
ed ahead of the rising water last 
week were starting to return to 
their homes, a number of roads 
remained closed, including a 16- 
mile stretch of Interstate 15 
between Blackfoot and Shelley 


where water still covered a quar- 
ter mile of all four lanes. 

The rushing water claimed a 
third bridge wlicn it undermined 
the abutments of the one over- 
pass acro.s.s that part of the inter- 
state still under water. State 
transportation officials had earli- 
er predicted the Rose Road over- 
pass would not survive. 

Large pumps from tho Idaho 
National Engineering , and 
Environmental Laboratory to the 
west were tracked into the farm- 
ing community of Roberts to 
begin pumping flood water out n 
slougli that will not drain natural- 

ly- 

And the economic fallout was 
still .spreading. 

Farmers are only beginning to 
a.s.ses5 losses from iJi^ij.sands of 
submerged acres. And now the 
rcCToaiion industiy is feeling the 
pinch. 

Fishing guides on the South 
Fork of the Snake typically have 
full bookings for float trips in tho 


latter part of June, but the high 
water has pushed back booking 
dates to at least mid-July for 
what could be more than $1 mil- 
lion in lost business. 

“By the time this water goes 
down, we'd have probably had 30 
full days of fly-fishing,” said 
LiMoyne Hyde, owner of Hyde 
Outfitting. 

But what is traumatic for peo- 
ple appears to be good for fish. 

The higli water Is scouring out 
the river, redepositing gravel 
bars and debris that renew habi- 
tat for its famous trout fishery. 

“It's tough on humans with 
property damage and disruption 
to lives," regional state fisheries 
manager Mark Gamblin said. “ 
But it’s business as usual for fish." 

And fellow fisheries manager 
Dick Scully called high water 
conditions preferable to low 
water. 

“Down here the fish are fat and 
happy and glad to have all the 
water," Scully said. 
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Turkey’s Islamic prime minister 
resigns under military pressure

ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — 
Modern Turkey’s first Islamic 
prime minister resigned Wed- 
nesday, effectively deposed by a 
military angry over his attempts 
to put a stronger Muslim stamp 
on society. 

With Premier Nccmettin Erba- 
kan’s departure, the top brass 
won a battle. Bur the struggle 
between the generals and forces 
of political Islam in this NATO 
country was far from over. 

Erbakan submitted his resig- 
nation to President Suleyman 
Demirel, who asked him to stay 
on as a caretaker premier. 
Demirel said he would choose a 
replacement quickly after con- 
sulting with political leaders 
Thursday, Erbakan said. 

“I resigned because I am a 
true patriot," Erbakan told 
reporters, saying the move 
would bring stability to Turkey. 

Since coming to office 11 
months ago, Erbakan has 
angered Turkey’s powerful gen- 
erals, who consider themselves 
the protectors of the modern, 
secular Turkish state and its 
Westeni-oricnted policies. 

Their indirect denunciations 
of Erbakan’s Welfare Party grew 
more intense, and peaked last 
week with a threat to crush 
Islamic radicalism by force. The 
military has staged three coups 
since 1960.

Cohen: Missile sales could backfire 


SHANNON, Ireland (AP) — 
China’s latest sales to Iran of low- 
flying anti-ship missiles could 
: backfire on Beijing if the Iranians 
use them to interrupt oil com- 
merce in the Persian Gulf, 
Defense Secretary William 
Cohen said Wednesday. 

"It contradicts China’s own 
self-interest,” Cohen said in an 
interview cn route home from 
Muscat, Oman, at the conclusion 
of a five-nation Gulf tour. His Air 
Force plane stopped here for 
refueling for the final leg to 
Washington. 

Cohen announced Tuesday in 
Bahrain that Iran in early June 
■ had conducted its first (c.st fir- 
ings of air-launched anti-ship 
cruise missiles chat it purchased 
from China. These arc in addi- 
tion to variants of Chinese cruise 
missiles that Iran already has 
aboard vessels in the Gulf and on 
shore.

\Vlio knows \vliat’s l>e.st for yon? 

If you want to paddle (he Murtaugii 
stretch of ilie Snake River, the answer is 
“varioas county officials." If you just woke 
up, the Snake is running liiglier than it has 
since 1918 — and whitewater boaters are 
eager to get on it. 

Several dozen of them navigated the 
Murtaugh stretch on Friday .and Saturday, 
before a blockade was ordered by local 
sheriffs and emergency workers. 

: It’s a public safely issue, they say, and the 
river is unsafe riglit now. 

This is eerily reminiscent of when the 
Boise River was closed several years ago 
due to high water — and the closure was 
quickly rescinded. Why? Because local 
authorities realized they were courting a 
lawsuit when they Iwgan deciding when the 
river is “uasafe" and "safe."

What if someone gets hurt when the river 
is open — cr, "safe" — for boating? Would 
on ambitious attorney have a case against 
the county? 

- “You could veiy well have someone tak- 
ing it shot at them," says John Hepworth, a 
successful plaii iiffs’ attorney from Twin 
Falls. Hepwonh reckons the county proba- 
bly would prevail at trail, thanks to broad 
governmental immunity for discretionary 
decisions. 

Still, it would be a court fight — and 
that’s hardly a tvise use of public resources. 

The current clo.surc was ordered in the 
name of general public safety, but that’s a 
ruil herring because the general public 
doesn't go down the Murtaugh stretch. 
We're talking about whitewater boaters 
who can .sec wliai they're getting into riglit 
from the Munnugli bridge. 

Parades and fisliing contests pose more of 
a throat to tlic general public than kayakers 
on die Murtnu^i. 

. Q: How many paddlcrs drowned there on 
Friday or Saturday? 

: A: Zero. As tar as I know, no whitewater 
Imatcr has ever died on that strctclL 
One of the men responsible fo'r closing 
the Murtaugh, David McClain, emergency 
services director for Twin Falls County, 
told me a kayaker drowned there last 
year. I can't find any record of that inci- 
dent, so I guess he's talking about a rafter 
who drowned two years ago on (he Milner 
Mile, just downstream of Milner Dam. 

1 Ironically, the river svas running at a dan- 
gerously low level in that section. Should 
(he Milner Mile have been dosed that day? 

More fundamentally, is it Uie fifiiction of 
government to protect you at every 
moment? 

I remember when two teenagers were 
killed by an avaiandie near Galena Pass in 
J}inuary l996. Avalanche conditions were 
hazardous before, during and after the .slide 

— but no one tried to dasc (he backcountry. 

• A kayaker droivned on ilie South Fork of 
the Payette River a couple of weeks agej. 
Tlie South Fork was running higli, but no 
one suggested closing it to boaters. 

; Remember Evel Knievcl? He was 
allowed to leap into the canyon — and 
“Fearles-s" A1 Faussett actually ran 
Slioshone Fall-s in a canoe on July 28, 1929. 
iMuch of the argument for closing the 
Murtaugh is that emergency workers 
shouldn’t lx: asked to do swifnvater rescues 
under current conditions. They've got more 
important business to attend to, McClain 
says, and I agree completely. 

; Still, let’s not fool oursclve.s alxmt resale 
op die Miui.iugli stretdi. For all intents and 
purposc.s, local scarch-and-rescue .sqijads 
don’t do swiftwaicr rescues in diat canyon 
bJocause Uiey ain't get there in time. 

: Drowning boaters may as well summon 
the Mongolian Sc.'irdi and Rescue because 
it’s another world down in the canyon 
between Murtaugh and the Twin Falls. 
Timely response is impossible and no 
boater can reasonably axpect rescue by out- 
— aders: 

* It’s always been that way. It didn’t sud- 
denly cliange with die arriv^ of liigh water. 

: Stdl, some offidals insist that ivhitcwator 
boaters don’t comprehend their peril. 

“I can’t understand how so-called 
‘experts’ can’t realize how dangerous it is,” 
said McClain, who has never been down the 
Murtaugh stretdi. 

•: Rob Lesser, a Boise kayaker who’s pad- > 
died it more than 140 times, says die 
Murtaugii has more pundi now — but is no 
more dangerous than at lower flows, 
lessor’s last run was on Sanmday, when the 
river was running around 29,000 cfs. ^

TWIN FiVLLS — It’s an angler’s niglu- 
mare. 

Darkness approaches and fish be^n 
rising to the surface. lnst-ci.s circle above 
the stream, their flight patterns higli- 
ligiitcd against the setting sun. 

A lone angler fumbles tlirougli his fly 
bo.v, searching for the riglit fly. His inten- 
tions arc clear, hut his ihmights are 
clouded with, questions: Should I use a 
large fly? A small one? Light? Dark? 
Bulky? Sparse? 

The angler settles on a fly that has 
been productive in the past. Cast after 
cast hits the water, hut no trout respond. 

Fumbling and .soning again, the angler 
chooses a liglit-colored pattern. Only a 
few minutes remain before darknes.s and 
a liglu-coiorcd fly will be visible in the 
failing liglit, he reasons. 

More casts, more fruitless choices, 
more fnistratiiins. A full moon rises and 
the rainbows and browns continue to 
feed. 'Ilic angler can see the small wakes 
they leave behind and bear their occa- 
sional gulps. 

Rather than snap the rod in anger, the 
angler .sets it aside and sits nc.\t to the 
stream. It is time for contemplation. 
What arc those trout liitting? Wliich pat- 
tern? Is it large? Or small? 

Any fisherman who has spent much 
time on the water has probably e.Kjx.-ri- 
I enced this kind of heartache.

problem diminishes with experience, but 
there are times when even veteran 
anglers leave the streiun in fiusiraiioii. 

There’s no single “solution." but a 
g(«d point of departure is to begin by 
identifying the three most imixiriant de- 
ments of fly sek-ction — silliouettc, size 
ami color. 

Silhouette should be considered from 
the perspective of a trout. How does tlic 
fly appear from underneath, and from a 
sliglii angle? 

in most streams, mayflies are the most 


Is one of tho largest mayflies, and Its corresponding 


abundant insect. 

The wings of a mayfly in the dim. or 
drake, stage are upright ami delicate in 
appearance. Tlieir bodies arc generally 
.slender, Flies witii upriglit wings and rel- 
atively thin bixlies arc tiierefore used to 
imitme mayflies in this stage of life. 

In sharp contrast to the wings of a 
mayfly are those of a caddis or stone fly 
— insects with wings that are mothlike 
in appearance. When at rest, the wings 
of caddis and stones lie tight against 
their sides farming a relatively lieavy- 


bodied, not-quileround silhouette. 

Caddis and stones depending on the 
stream and time of year, are highly 
prized by trout. 

So wliat siiimld an angler do? 

Let silhouettes be your guide when 
.stocking your fly bo.\. Furcha.se dry-fly 
patterns with upright wings to imitate 
mayflies. This paiteni siiouici dominate 
your fly box because mayflies are, with 
rare exceptions, the most common 
insects on Western streams. 

Naturally, the heavier-bodied stone 
and caddis p.ittems slumJd be tndtided 
for .situations where a bulkier silhouette 
is needed. 

It should also be noted that, at certain 
times of year, stone fly hatches will dom- 
inate a particular stream. Also, many 
Western streams and rivers have caddis 
hatches that occur daily, typic.'illy in the 
evening, as .summer jirogresse.s. 

Size is a key factor. Trout generally 
will balk at a fly that is twice as large as 
a natural insect — even if tiie siliumetie 
is correct. In fact, rainbows and browqs 
liiat have received moderate fisliing 
jiressure will usually refuse a fly tliat is 
two sizes loo large. 

Color is the least imponaiit of tlie Big 
'Ihree considerations, but it is definitely 
significant, 

Tile easiest way to decide on color is to 
speak witii someone iviio knows about 
the insect hatches in a particular area, 
ami then tailor ymir fly purdiase.s — or 
lying — to that advice. Tliis reduces the 
cost and iiggravation of matching tlie 
hatcli.

Although they look like hicro- 
glypliics to ihe untrained eye, ori- 
cntcers ihc world over know what 
they mean.

Aplomado falcons move from Boise to Texas 

BOISE — As the latest step in a long recovery program for the 
endangered Aplomado falcons, nine young birds went Tuesday 
from a Boise center to a ivildlife refuge in south Texas. 

The birds were raised ut the Peregrine Fund’s World Center for 
Birds of Prey. They left Tuesday for an airplane trip to p5rpus 
. Christi, where they will be released at the Matagorda Island 
National Wil^ife Refuge. 

Aplomado falcons, once plentiful in Texas and New Mexico, 
were iripcd out earlier this century. Until the recent recovery pro- 
ject staned, the last known breeding pair of the species in the 
United States was spotted 47 years ago. 

Since the recovery project started, the first nest was discovered 
in the United States in 43 years and four breeding paira have 
fledged five young birds, officials of The Peregrine Fund said. 

Campground safety goal of partnership 

LOWMAN — Illegal activities, excessive noise and Uttering has 
created a partnership between die Boise County Sheriffs Office 
and Forest Service campground managers in an effort to keep 
campgrounds safe. 

One target is the campgrounds in the Lowman area that offer 
natural hot springs. “A lot of visitors to the hot springs come at 
night when the hot springs arc really very enjoyable,” Recreation 
Program Manager Vicki Lawson said. 

But sheriffs deputies have noticed illegal activity at nigiit as 
well, and Sheriff Gary Brown said a number of drug arrests have 
been made in that area. Brown said one officer focuses on drug 
arrests and has a K9 unit to help patrol campgrounds. 

Over die years nighttime activity has incrca^, causing inconve- 
nience and concern among campers. Some campers are loud, drive 
recklessly, destroy or steal property and leave Utter in campgrounds. 

Lawson said the Forest Service wants people to feel safe in 
National Forests. “We don't want certain segments of the popula- 
tion not to come bccau.se they don’t feel safe. TBc problem is that 
we don’t Jiave campground hosts on duty at night, so the Boise 
County Sheriff wiU help us provide that kind of law enforcement 
.and compliance irilh the regulations that we can't do ourselves.” 

The concessionaire, L Sc L, will pay for extra deputy patrols 
after dark. Officers will patrol campgrounds every weekend 
benveen May 16 and September 15 and on random week nights. 

Officers will advise campers and nighttime badicrs to be quiet, 
pack out trash, pay parking or camping fees and respect other 
campers. They tdso will be watciiing for illegal drugs, minors in 
possession of ucohol, and otlicr illcg^ activities.

Fishermen give high marks to surface pluggers

DALL/\S — Take an American bass fishing 
poU to dciemunc favorite lures, and the topwa- 
ter plug will win in a landslide. No fisherman 
who has ever caught a l»ss on top would dis- 
agree that topwatcr is the cops. 

Picture this scenario: It's a still morning on 
your fa\-oritc lake. Red-winged blackbirds arc 
trilling their cariy morning song as you cost a 
chugger paraUcl to a point of gras.s protruding 
from a shallow flat. 

The fiat, in the soft light of gray dawn, is 
alive with the bulges of f^ feeding on insects 
and smaller fish. It takes about 30 seconds for 
the ripples to die down where the chugger dis- 
turbed the surface with h soft splat. 

A twitch of the rodtip causes die lure’s gap- 
ing, concave mouth to displace water with a 
loud BLOOP. You let the duigger rock gendy 
in its own wake and arc about to move it again 
when the water c.xplodcs and the lure is gone. 

Bass that strike .a topwatcr plug do so widi a 
vengeance. In stylish strikes that would cam a 
perfect 10 from any panel of fishing judges, 
bass sometimes leap clear of the water and 
come down on the plug with bucket-sized 
moutits agape. 

Lost weekend, on a small lake near Aclicns, 
Texas, 1 experienced topwatcr nin,'ana — a 
still, cloudy June day when bass were prowling 
the shallows, apparently to feed on bedding 
bream. 

In catching about SO boss on top from 6:30 to 
11 a.m., my fishing partner and I saw just 
about everything boss can do to a surface plug. 
That’s everything from making it disappear 


without a .swirl to striking like an erupting 
depth charge. 

About 9 a.m., late for most toptvaicr action, 
my fisliing partner c.ist a plug to die left side of 
a four-foot channel between two islands. A 
four-pounder charged from the undercut bank 
on die opposite side of die channel and rushed 
the lure like a great white shark charges a hap- 
less seal. t 

The bass grabbed the plug, and the fisii’s 
momentum .took it out on tlic bank where it 
flopped a couple of times before it got back 
into the svater. That strike ranks among the 
leaders on my all-time hit parade and empha- 
sizes die excitement of topwatcr ba.s.s fishing. 

Alas, in a frenzy of angling effiriency. many 
fishermen have drifted away from surface 
plugs. Admittedly, the bass-tempting triumvi- 
rate of plastic worm, spinnerbait and crankbait 
willcatclt many more ba.s.s than topw~iter pltig-s. 

For the surface plugger, however, quantity is 
less important than quality. Most topwatcr 
fanatics svould rather catch one surface (isli 
(b.m 10 sub-surface fush. 

Tliere are as many techni(iue.s for fi.shing top 
water as tliere are fishermen, 'llie .slow, patient 
retrieve is a classic. Tlic idea is toca.st your hire 
as near to cover as you can and let it .sit there 
fur 15 to 30 seconds. ITien give it a twitch and 
let it .sic .still again. 

You’re iiying to imitate an imfortimaie crea- 
ture that has fallen into the water and is 
stunned b>’ tlic experience. The stuiuied critter 
is sknvly regaining .strengtli and beginning to 
move away at a quicker pace. 

Thai’s die traditional approach to topwiners, 
but veteran anglers will testify there are time.s 


when fish prefer a lure that's moving fast — 
poppoppop. 

Odier times, fish seem infuriated by a regu- 
lar cadence. Years ago, on Sam Rayburn, my 
wife was catching bass on a routine she called 
the ‘‘topwater waltz.” Slic’d cast put her diug- 
ger and work it back with a regular BLOOP, 
two-three, BLOOP, two- three rhytiim. 

One Georgia fi.shcrman reported working a 
topwater to the tune of "Shave .and a Haircut, 
Six Bits." An irregul.ar stnp-and-go retrieve at 
times will outfish them all. 

“Walking the dog" is a topwater technique 
' witJi stickbait type lures — like the Zara Spixilc 
— that's particularly effective for bigger bass, : 

"Walking die dog" is a constant, zigzag movL- 
ment of the cigar-shaped stickbait. It’s accom- 
plished by holding yniir rod tip low and jerking 
to throw the lure first one way, then the other. 

A third basic topwater design is the propliaii, 
so named becau.se of propellers on tlie stream- 
lined plug. Some propbaits have a single pro; 
peller aft, others have propellers on Ixiili ends, • 

Propbaits attract fish to liie disturbance of 
the props churning water and also to the dis- 
tinctive CIHNC, CUING sound made by tlie 
propellers. Propbaits seem particularly effec- 
tive when bass are cliasing sliad near the sur- 
f.ice, ; 

From the three liasic l^T>es of topwater plugs, 
a niinjber of ocher designs have spun off, 
including a variety nf soft pla.stic plugs, 'niere 
are so many surface lures on the market today 
that it becomes confusing to the consumer. 'Hie 
g(K)d news is that all designs will catch fisii. 

When a b.as.s strikes a topwater lure, the fisli- 
erman is hooked.

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American sportfishing industry is missing the boat 


Knight-Rlddcf Nows Service 

• The American spnnfishinK iiuhistr>' is 
bemoaning declining sales. It would be 
better sensed to decrea.se it.s empiia.sis tin 
boat anglers and concentrate more on 
bank fishermen, who liavc tiie potential 
to outnumber boat anglers lOO-to-one. 

I often get telephone calls from people 
who want to know where and how to 
catch fisii from shore. 'Hie problem isn't 
so much svhere, because we have kits of 
state and county parks where people 
tiave access to fish. 

But tackle i.s made for people who fish 
from boars, and that’s like ninning a race 
in hip boot.s for bank anglers. I'm con- 
sdneed that those wlio fish from piers, 
hikeshiires and ris’erbanks could greatly 
increase their catch by taking some 


lessons from European bank-fishing spe- 
cialists, witose tackle and techni(|ucs 
were refined over the past SOO years. 

"Votir rods are far too short," 
Englishman Bob Roberts Kiys.of Uic gear • 
used by American shore fisbemien. “'Ilie 
t.'ickle you use is made for people in botits. 
Very, very few people have boats in 
Entdaiul, .so we have to fish/rom banks.” 

I spent a week fishing with Roberts, a 
civil engineer who also is editor of 
Advanced Carp Fisliing magazine, and 

other Eun»|)etins. 

It was clear that not only do liiey know 
wiiereof they speak, but their techniques 
and gear would work well for trout and 
salmon off Great Lakes piers, bass and 
walleye from lake :md river banks, pan- 
fish in ponds and catfish and carp vinual- 
ly anywhere. 


Most European bank-angling gear is 
made for bait-fisliing. In addition to min- 
nows and worms, European anglers use 
offerings like corn, mixed baits called 
Ixjilies, maggots and seductive flavorings 
ranging from mouthw-ash to cltocolate malt. 

Most European bank-fishing rods arc 
12 to 15 feet long. A carp rod is usually 
12-1-1 feet, handles 12- to 15-pound line 
and will subdue a powerful, 15- to 30- 
pound fish. It would be a phenomenal 
stream salmon and big catfish rig. 

These rods will cast a 2- to 3-ounce 
weight 100 yards or more, allowing 
anglers to cover huge amounts of water. 
But they tend to be much lighter titan 
American surf-casting rods, and easier to 
handle when casting and playing the fish. 

A rod for smaller European fish like 
tencli or bream might be 14-16 feet but cast 


a 1- to 4-pound line. It would be perfect for 
bluegiil, crappie, bullhead and perch in 
Michigan, especially with a tiny float. 

A 12- to IS-foot rod that handles 4- to 
10-pound line would be ideal for bass, 
walleye, sucker, pink salmon, smelt and 
other fish up to 5 pounds. 

llie Itcauiy of these rods isn’t just long 
casting; it’s tlieir ability to reach water 10-20 
feet atray by reaching out with tlie rod or 
swinging the bait over gently. Tlie stcaltli 
factor Ls very important in baitk an^g 
Most of us could really perk up our 
fishing if we had an electronic strike 
indicator like Europeans use. The rod 
lies on top of the indicator, and when a 
fish picks up the bait and runs ivith the 
line it sets off a tone that can be heard 
100 yards aivay. 

And once wo learn how to use tech- 


niques like ground-baiting (sweetening 
the ‘'swim" with bait) and more sopliisti- 
cated floats and terminal tackle (leaders, 
hooks and the like), there’s no reason 
people who don’t own boats can’t catcli 
as many fi.sh as those who do. 

The powcrs-tliut-be in our tackle indus- 
try should remember that the future of 
fishing is in children. And few kids have 
access to boats. 

If you want to make a kid an angler for 
Efc, teach her or him to fish at tltc age of 8. 
Give Idds tackle iliey can carry on a bicycle 
to every pond and brook tltey can rcadt. 

If we make a kid wait to go fishing until 
a busy adult finds the time, we’re beaten 
before we begin. Outdoor acnvitics mast 
become habit if we expect people to take 
them up seriously. Othenvise we’ll lo.se 
them to video games and television.

No pain, no suit? Car insurance may be cheaper for you

WASHINGTON — Drivers willing to 
give up the right to sue for pain and suf- 
fering could save an average of S243 a 
year in auto insurance premiums under 
bills being introduced in Congress, law- 
makers said Wednesday. 

Under the plan, accident victims 
would look to their insurance companies 
for compensation only for economic dam- 
ages, without regard to fault, according 
to Majority Leader Dick Armey, sponsor 
of the House bill. 

Owners of "personal protection insur- 
ance" would recover damages up to the 
limits of their policies. They could sue 
under state negligence laws for damages 


exceeding policy litnics. 

Supponers said the new system could 
lower auto insurance premiums by as 
much as 30 pcrcenr, reduce fraud ami 
abuse and cut the numbers of frivoIoiLs 
lawsuits seeking high damage awards for 
minor injuries. 

“It’s no secret, ladies mid gentiemeit. 
that auto insurance is so e.\pensivc chat 
it makes even a tough Texan cry,” said 
Armey, R-Texas. 

The bill "simply givc.s consumers a 
choice to opt out of the licigation- 
crazed, pain-and-suffering regime," 
said Sen. Mitch McConnell, R-Ky., 
sponsoring a similar hill in the Senate. 
“Those who would opt out would 
achieve savings by reducing pain and 


suffering awards, fraud and the hulk 
of aiiornuys’ fees." 

llic group Public Citizen criticized the 
idea. It said the proposed system would 
be inequitable and in face could force 
premiums higher. 

"Alibough sounding fair on its face, 
ibis plan gives consumers two grossly 
unfair options,” the group said in a 
written statement. “Moreover, (his 
I)tun would authorize federal takeover 
of an entire area of law, overriding all 
current state auto insurance laws, but 
contains no measure to actually bring 
down rates through regulation of the 
w'asteful, inefficient and price-goug- 
ing practices of the insurance indus- 
try." 


If the bill is passed and signed imo 
law, states would have llie oplimi of 
dropping mu of the new sysiein ami 
restoring their own auto iiisiirance niles, 
supporters said. 

Under the hill, drivers would retain 
their rigid to sue it injuries were inflici- 
cd imentiotudiy or as a i cmiIi of drug nr 
alcohol abuse. 

Drivers who choose lo remuiii in die 
current system would have to iiurchuse 
“tort mainieiiunce cnvenige” In he ))m- 
tecied if they became involved in an 
accident with a tiriver cosereii by a per- 
sonal pnttection policy, McConnell said. 

“When tort drivers hit each oilier, they 
would sue each other the same way they 
currenUy do," he said.

In 1991, 25 small liberal arts colleges 
sought a way to lure corporate rccniiiors to 
their tiny, ouc-of'thc*way campuses. 

They formed the Liberal Arts Career 
NetWORK, a group tliat researched dozens 
of fields and shared the informarion. The 
rationale: A combined effort would do the 
colleges more good than spending their 
limited resources competing with one 
another. 


The results, however, weren’t what the 
colleges hoped (or » until the Internet got 
hoc. . 

“We could do It before,” said PliU Jones, 
director of the career development center 
at Mount Holyoke College in 
Massachusetts, one of the schools. “But it 
was an awfully time<onsuming cask, and it 
wasn’t very cost-effective.” 

“Now we submit the information tlirougli 
the Web; we just sit in an office and put it 
in there. It's so much easier.” 


The consortium uses the Internet in a 
variety of ways. The schools e-mail one 
another about potential job openings, let 
students sec the listings on the schools’ 
World Wide Web sites, and make it possi- 
ble for students and employers to connect 
online. 

“It's a very, very good tool," Jones said. 
“It’s expediting the process and helping to 
fill positions.” 

Web sites on jobs have long been an
